Gentlemen: 


At the last regular Board meeting held 
September 14, 1948, your Committee on 
Radio was given the power to act on 
extension to the Fire Alarm Telegraph 
system in conjunction with the Board of 
Water and Electric Light Commission. 

The Board of Water and Light is build- 
ing new conduit runs and have offered to 
include Fire Alarm conduit facilities in this 
same construction program, which would 
result in a considerable reduction in cost 
of same were these necessary conduits to 
be constructed separately by the Board of 
Police and Fire Commission. 


Your Committee on Radio therefore ap- 
proves the following construction to be 
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done by the Board of Water and Electric 
Light, material and labor to be furnished 
by same: 


Two 4 inch fibre conduits, encased in 
concrete with 3 inch concrete slab between 
these runs and the Board of Water and 
Light conduit. This construction for the 
Fire Alarm Telegraph system to run from 
the corner of Grand and Michigan, north 
to the intersection of Grand and Shiawassee 
and then West on Shiawassee St. approxi- 
mately 150 ft. to the new Central Fire 
Station. Manholes for these two runs to 
be constructed by the Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph system. 


The above described construction will 
amount to approximately one ninth of the 
work to be done by the Board of Water 
and Light in this location and the cost to 
the Board of Police and Fire Commission 
will be one ninth of the total cost, which 
has been estimated by the board of Water 
and Electric Light at approximately $2,500.
